Six of Them Quit the L. |. College Be 
cause of the Food They Got. 


Nursing a grievance, which from time 
out of mind has been voiced by jJackies 
| of the navy when they come ashore after 
jlong cruises, that of “ poor grub,” six 
| physicians and surgeons of the staff of 
the Long Island College Hospital, in 
Brooklyn, walked out on “ strike”. yester- 
day afternoon, and last night Dr. Richard 
BE. Shaw, the Superintendent, was having 
troubles of his own meeting the demands 
of the 250 patients in the institution. 

The doctors who have “struck” are 
Arthur L. Carroll, Franz B. Solier, Grover 
C. Elder, Francis L. Guarino, George S. 
Wilkes, and Francis J. MceMinami. ir 
some time the physicians have been in- 
formally complaining about the food 
served to them. Yesterday what they 
jealled the “last straw” came on the 
table in the form of creamery butter. 

““Oleo!"’ they hissed through clenched 
teeth. 

As one man the six left the table and 
went into executive session in the oper- 
jating room. Obtaining samples of the 
| butter which had faller. under suspicion, 
| they marched with them to the office of

‘HARDER TO BECOME A VOTER. 


Aliens Must Apply for Naturalization 
Papers Six Months Before Election. 


Naturalization officials say that, because 
of a new law, not a politician has been 
| seen around the naturalization office, and 
that none of the foreigners applying for 
naturalization papers was sent, so far as 
the officials have learned, by politicians. 

April 16 was the last day on which ap- 
plication for naturalization papers could 
be filed with a chance of becoming an 
American citizen in time to vote next No- 
vember. Although in most States a dec- 
laration of intention three months only 
before election is necessary for an alien 
to become qualified to vote, six months 
are required here. The State law stipu- 
lates that a man must be a citizen three 
months before he can cast a ballot at a 
State election. The Federal law requires 
that he must file a petition of naturaliza-~ 
tion three months before naturalization 
papers are granted him, The Federal law, 
which established the Bureau of Natural- 
ization of the United States District 
Court, became operative June 29, 1906, 
and prior to that time, when the State 
law only was operative, the usual rush for 
naturalization in this city was around 
August. Under the present system each 


court has a hearing for naturalization 
petitions on stated days, usually twice a 
month. July 16 is the last day when the 
court can pass upon applications of those 
who have qualified for naturalization and 
make them eligible to vote in November. 

The number of foreigners wishing to be- 
come meget teee oe | has been eater than 
could be attended to. J. B. Cartwright, in 
charge of the bureau, has only one as- 
sistant. Out of the seventy-five or more 
foreigners who ap at the bureau 
every Gay only twelve or fifteen get in 
their applications.

ALBANY, April 22.—Within a few hours 
‘of final adjournment the Senate to-night 
fushed through a long calendar of bills on 
the order of final passege. This followed 
all-day sessions in both houses, during 
which a hundred or more bills were dis- 
posed of. 

When the Senate adjourned to-night the 
Legislature had practically declared itself 
upon all the important matters submitted 
to it. To-morrow morning the legislative 
work will be largely by unanimous con- 
sent, and the regular session of 1008 will 
close about noon. 

The Rules Committee of the Assembly 
Gave the death blow to the Governor’s 
bill by placing telephone and telegraph 
and ferry companies under the supervision 
of the Public Service Commission. When 
the committee adjourned at midnight 
Speaker Wadsworth, its Chairman, said 
the vote against reporting the bill had 
been unanimous. 

The cominittee reported favorably and 
without ameadment the Cassidy anti- 
bucket shep bill, which passed the Sen- 
ate to-day, aad the Agnew Dill, providing 
for the protection of New York harbor 
and tributaries against pollution. 

In the fival rush of legislation to-day 
many measures affecting New York City 
were disposed of. The Senate passed a 
resolution providing for a legislative in- 
vestigation of the city’s finances, It also 
passed the Robinson bill, the effect of 
which will be to attract private capital 
for the construction of subways. ‘The 
same body placed itself on record in favor 
of the bill for a five-cent fare to Coney 
Island, and amended the election law af- 
fecting New York City by providing for 
the identification of occupants of lodging 


houses.

A proposal was submitted yesterday to 


jthe Harbor Line Board, of which Col. 


Daniel W. Lockwood, U. 8. Engineers, is 
President, which, if approved by the War 
Department, will make it possible for the 
largest of ocean liners to dock in the 
North River, north of Twenty-third 
Street. 

The application was made by the Dock 
Department, which asked that the pier 
head extension lines be increased be- 
tween Twenty-second and Seventy-second 
Streets. A simflar application asking for 
extension of the plier head lines was 
eived also from New Jersey, the steam- 
ship men over there asking for more 
room in Hoboken and Weehawken. 

At the hearing before Col. Lockwood 
practically all of the maritime interes.» 
in New York, both local and foreign, were 
represented, and many speeches in favor 
of and against the proposed extensions 
were made. Most of the transatlantic 
interests are in favor of the extension, 
the Hamburg-American Line in particular 


making a strong plea for increased pier 
facilities, 

Some of those who spoke were Emil 
L. Boas, Resident Director of the Ham- 
burg-American Line; Dock Commissioner 
Spooner, Eugene F. Moran, represeffting 
the National Board of Steam Navigation; 
F. W. Standiford, Chief Engineer of the 
Department of Docks; J. G. Todd of the 
Anchor Line, 8S. V. V. Huntington of the 
New York Board of Trade and Transpor- 
tation, W. H. Fletcher of Hoboken, and 
FE; E. Olcott of the Hudson River Day 

ne. 

Mr. Olcott was one of the opponents of 
the proposed extension. He said that if 
New York got the extension Hoboken 
would ask for it also, and that the North 
River would soon become as congested as 
{s the East River, where, he said, the tide 
is so strong as to be a cause of frequent 
accidents. Other opposing interests con- 
tended that the extension would greatly 
hamper harbor traffic, some of these rep- 
resentatives contending that even now 
the salling of ocean liners causes much 
trouble to harbor traffic. 

For the extension Dock Commissioner 
Spooner and Mr. Boas made the principal 
arguments. Mr. pooner, said that if 
granted he did not think it would retard 
navigation to any serious extent. 

“Tt is needless,’ said Mr. Boas, “to 
enlarge upon the great importance which 
the water-borne traffic in general and 
the foreign trade in particular have for 
our city, and how intimately they are 
connected with its prosperity. The termi- 
nal facilities on our river front are, how- 
ever, entirely insufficient to accommo- 
date the traffic. 

“There are not enough piers either for 
ocean steamers or river and canal boats, 
and the existing piers are overtaxed and 
cannot accommodate the traffic. The use- 
fulness of aJl transportation lines Is con- 
clusively determined by their terminal 
facilities.

Supreme Court Justice William N. Cohen 
before the traction Grand Jury in regard 
to the purchase for $32,000 of 200 shares | 
of Metropolitan Street Railway stock |

longing to a client of his by the Metro- 
politan Securities Company in 1906 for the 
purpose of staving off a lawsuit, threw a 
very different light upon the transaction 
from that in which it has been regarded 
ever since it first came up in the investi- 
pee by the Public Service Commission. 

his testimony is among that filed by the 
Grand Jury in the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme Court. 

When the purchase of the stock belong- 
ing to Mr. Cohen's client first came up it 
‘was explained that suit was about to be 

brought against the Metropolitan Street 
Railway. n this theory, seemingly, the 
Grand Jury dismissed the matter with the 
explanation that many corporations pur- 
chased shares of stock which were likely 
to be made the basis of legal actions 
against them, and that in this instance 
it would have been particularly uncom- 
fortable for the traction corporations to 
be sued, 

Mr. Cohen on the stand, however, stated 
explicitly, and later amplified his state- 
ment, that he explained to Paul D. Cra- 
|vath, attorney for ‘the Metropolitan Se- 
curities Company, that he intended to sue 
the Directors of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway to recover for that corporation’s 
dividends alleged to have been paid out of 
capital stock instead of out of carne. 
He declared that the stock had cost his 
client about $160 a share, and was selling 
forty or fifty points lower when he ap- 
proached Mr. Cravath. 

Mr. Jerome asked him whether there 
was anything wrong or criminal in the 
transaction. Mr. Cohen said there was 
not, and then he proceeded to explain that 
his client, who happened also to be a per- 
sonal friend, had been after him to bring 
the suit for two years, and that finally he 
had called up Mr. Cravath on the tele- 
phone and apprized him that he was 
going to turn the case over to an attor- 
ney and act in it himself as advisory 
counsel. Mr. Cohen continued: 


Dividend Unlawfully Paid. 


He then said to me, ‘* What theory are you 
going to sue upon?” I sald, “I have been 
examining the Wormser record and I was sat- 
{sfied the Directors of the company had 
paid dividends out of capital, Instead of out of 
earnings, and I was going to make them repay 
to the corporation all of the dividends so un- 


; lawfully paid. That was the theory of my 
suit.’’ He tnen said, ** Well, I will look into the 
matter and let you hear from me.’’ Then my 
memory is not clear whether I rung him up in 
a few days, but I think I did and he said: 
** Well, we are looking into the matter and 
you will hear from me in three or four days. 
Can't you do better?"’ 1 said no, there 
wasn't any desire to make any’ money and 
there wasn't any desire to make any profit, but 
he wanted to get his money back or else he 
would pursue the course I had advised, and 
thereupon, I think five of six days afterward, 
he again said, ‘‘ Was that the best I could 
do?" and I said yes, and he said, ‘‘ Well, we 
will send you a check,’’ and I said to him, 
“Of course you know, Mr. Cravath, I am not 
in the business of hunting up claims against 
railway companies; when I have settled this 
one that will be the end of my connection with 
similar litigation for anybody,’’ and he said 
“Yes, he understood that was so,”"’ and there- 
upon a check came to mé for the amount 
promised, the exact amount that my, client had 
paid for his stock, and I turned {ft over and 
that was the end of the transaction. 

Q.—Litigations of that character are rather 
expensive aren't they? A.—They have proved 
to be, yes. 

Q.—Is it unusual for a corporation of that 
kind to buy stock even when they were of the 
opinion that there was no valid cause for ac- 
tion, on the basis that it is more economical! 
to take it than it is to stand sult? A.—De- 
pends on the whole situation. If the thing Is 
a small claim it would cost more to fight than 
to settle, and corporations generally settle un- 
less they regard it a holdup or a strike or 
something like that, A man that is in the

Q.—Your character would show it wasn’t 
that.

tried to show that that 7 per cent. had not been 
earned.

this Cohen transaction. He said: 
| Judge Cohen came to me and said that he 
j had been urged by a number of people to 
| undertake suits against the Metropolitan sys- 
} tem. The only thing he was interested in par- 
| ticularly was 200 shares—the name I have 
| forgotten; that the man was very litigous and 
} he would. be compelled to bring the suit. He 
strongly advised that his client be settled with. 
After becoming satisfied that unless that stock 
were bought we would have a very troublesome 
litigation, I decided to advise tht company to 
comply with Judge Cohen's terms and buy the 
stock, especially because Judge Cohen said if 
that stock were bought he would not enter fnto 
any other litigation of that character against 
the Metropolitan Company. 

““Was there good ground for the suit?” 
asked a Juror. 

‘*No,”’ said Mr. Cravath, “I think not.

KNOX ON FEDERAL LAWS.

Railroad officials were flayed last night 
by Senator Philander C. Knox, former 
Attorney General, in an address before 
1,500 members of the Civic Forum in 
Carnegie Hall. Senator Knox spoke on 
“The People, the Railroads, and the 
National Authority,” and said that rail- 
road officials have only themselves to 
hold responsible for the legislation which 
the present Administration has effected 
in curbing railroads. 

He said that railroad officials in the 
past have shown a flagrant disregard for 
their obligations to the public and for 
their dutles to security holders. He also 
said some complimentary things about 
the present Administration in securing 
remedial legislation for some of the rail- 
road ills which, he said, had afflicted the 
public. 

Senator Knox began by saying that 
what the great inter-State railroads have 
demanded of the people in the past, and 
what the people are now demanding 
them, constitute two distinct phases of 
American economic and legal policy.

The Growing Size of Newspapers. 

Gen. Taylor wanted to defend the edi- 
tors and managers of the newspapers of 
this country from the charge of a tinge of 
commercialism. He recalled the time 
when eight-page dailies were sold in New 
York for from 2 to 4 cents; when Sunday 
editions of only twenty or thirty pages 
were sold for a nickel. And now the Sun- 


day editions were selling from forty to; 
sixty pages for the same 5 cents, and some | 


of the dailies were giving from sixteen to 
twenty pages for 1 cent. The journalistic 
conundrum of the age was where this 
tendency was to stop, he said. 

And not only were the newspapers giv- 
ing more for less money now than a com- 
paratively few years ago, but it was of a 
better quality. 

** I consider these men here fn front of me 
eal philanthropists,’ he said, whereat the 
@udience gave itself up to applause. 

Rabbi Stephen S. Wise told a story or 
two to get himself in good shape for his 
speech, and they related mostly to Mr. 
Bryan. He said that Mr. Bryan was 
not now so good a speaker as in 1896; 
for then he was speaking on his metal. 
He recalled a man, however, Avho thought 
that a celebration one Lincofin Day was in 
honor of Lincoln, Neb., where William 
Jennings Bryan lived. 

Rabbi Wise said that it was a popular 
Ydea that the most powerful man in this 
country was the President of the United 
States. He started in to say that this 
was a mistake, since the man of the 
press is the most powerful, but the audi- 
ence, seeing a chance to applaud Roose- 
YVelt, almost drowned his voice in that 
f&pplause. 

“These are out-of-towners, evidently,” 
murmured Rabbi Wise, as he waited for 
the applause to die down so that he could 
®o on with his speech. 


The Power of the Press, 


In pointing out instances of the power 
of the press the speaker recited the case 
‘of Dreyfus, who had been rescued by the 
mewspapers of the world, he said, and 
the more recent instance of the reporters 
fin the Reichstag, Berlin,’ Germany, who 
refused to report any of the doings of 
that body until one of its members had 
apologized for calling them “swine” or 
something like that. The member did 
make a full and public apology, and then 
the reports were resumed. 

“The press is tne people’s untversity,” 


e declared, ‘‘ and it never closes its doors 

or takes a vacation.”’ 

He pleaded against what he called “‘ the 
Gollarization of the press,”’ saying that 
the real yellow journal was the one 
based on gold. He asked the editors and 
newspaper managers not heed the cry 
of the multitude when it was thoughtless 
and quit obeying the dictates of political 

erties. He told them that they should 

ictate to the political parties at all times. 
And he would have his hearers “ free 
themselves from the idea that the major- 
ity is divine.”

Great Enthusiasm Aroused by 
His Trial Coaching Trip 
to Brighton. 


Road from Reigate to End of Journey 
Almost Blocked with Spectators 
—Coach 50 Minutes Late.

LONDON, April 22.—Alfred G. Van- 
|derbilt met with a veritable ovation to- 
| day practically all the way from the 
| Berkeley Hotel in London to the Metro- 
| pole in Brighton while he was making 
| his first trial trip with his four-in-hand 
‘ coach ever the old Brighton Road. 

| As I stated in my wireless message to 
|THE New YorK Times last Saturday, 
|Mr. Vanderbilt made a trial trip over 
'the road with a tandem last week. On 
!that oceasion he practically succeeded 
‘in covering ‘the distance from London 
to Brighton and back without being 
recognized. To-day, however, enthusi- 
asm at the appearance of the American 
millionaire and his smart coaching 
turnout was the signal for almost con- 
tinuous enthusiasm. 

Mr. Vanderbilt’s American-built coach 
Venture, not having been brought 
from the steamship docks, the English 
coach Meteor was substituted for to- 
day’s trial. Mr. Vanderbilt, attired in 
a heavy, fawn-colored coaching coat, 
with pearl buttons and regulation silk 
hat, climbed up on the box in front of 
the Berkeley at 11 o’clock sharp. A 
brief moment later Walter Godden, the 
famous old-time coaching guard, who 
was with Jim Selby when he broke the 
London-Brighton record with the ‘ Old 
Times” coach, sprang from the lead- 
ers’ heads and the coach was off, with 
Mr. Vanderbilt driving. 

Several thousand persons, who had 
heard of the projected trial, all but 
blocked the traffic as the coach, pulled 
by the famous grays at a spanking 
trot, bowled along Piccadilly toward 
Hyde Park Corner. Waiting crowds, 
together with cabmen, ‘bus drivers, and 
even chauffeurs, set up great cheers as 
the coach rolled along, and Mr. Vander- 
bilt took off his hat in response to the 
demonstrations, which were repeated at 
intervals along the entire road to 
Brighton. 

The coach took a fresh relay of horses 
at each of eight inns, already referred 
to in my dispatches, and finally reached 
the Metropole in Brighton at 6:08 
o’clock this evening, some fifty minutes 
later than the scheduled time. 

At Reigate, the last stop before 
Brighton, the coach was met by hun- 
dreds of vehicles of all description, and 
from there on a cheering mass of people 
lined both sides of the road so densely 
all the way to Brighton that there was 
barely room for the coach to pass. The 
passengers in the coach to-day con- 
sisted of a few of Mr. Vanderbilt’s Eng- 
lish friends.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 22.—The situ- 
ation on the Persian frontier is consid- 
ered here to be becoming steadily more 
serious despite the check to the Persian 
brigands on April 20, when the Russian 
forces drove the bandits back with heavy 
losses.

to sue for peace. 

The tribesmen are intensely hostile to 
the Russians, and mutilate savagely the 
wounded Russians that fall into their 
hands. They are well armed and the op- 
erations against them consequently are 
most difficult for the troops. The frontier 
guard is inadequate to cope with the sit- 
uation, and a military expedition is re- 
quired to assist them. No aid is expected 
from Persia, 

The Foreign Office has not received con- 
firmation of the dispatch from Urumiah, 
Persian Armenia, to the effect that bodies 
of Turkish troops are advancing on the 


disputed districts on the frontier in the 
neighborhood of Tergevar. The Russian 
officials are loath to belleve that the 
Turks will venture to reassume the ag- 
grecuve on the eastern frontier just when 
he Powers are approaching a settlement 
with regard to Macedonia and the conclu- 
sion of the Anglo-Russian accord, which 


it is expected will be announced within a 
few days. 


Foreign étplomats, however, are con- 
vinced that Turkey means to occupy the 
disputed territory in Western Persia at 
any cost short of war, and oer doubt 
the accuracy of the Foreign Office offi- 
cials’ prognosis. 


CONGRATULATES CABRERA. 


Roosevelt Cables Guatemalan Presi- 
dent Whose Life Was Attempted. 


;WASHINGTON, April 22.—President 
Cabrera was congratulated by President 
Roosevelt to-day on his escape from death 
at the hands of assassins. The congrat- 
ulatory message was sent after the details 
of the attack had been recelved officially 
from United States Minister Heimke, 
whose dispatch came by cable last night. 
The details of the affair differ somewhat, 
according to the official account, from 


the story told in the press dispatches. 
The official dispatch says: 

“At two o’clock yesterday (Monday) 
afternoon, as the President of Guatemala 
entered the palace to receive me in pub- 
lic audience, five cadets of the military 
academy—forming a part of his body 
guard—attempted to assassinate him, and 
in the mélée he received a bayonet thrust 
through his left hand, while an officer of 
his staff is sald to have been killed. 

“At the same hour, when I was about 
to take a carriage to proceed to the palace 
for my reception, the Under Secretary of 
State came with the message from the 
President, who advised me that in conse- 
quence of what had happened my recep- 
tion would be postponed for a few days 
more. Just after the attack I sought and, 
with great difficulty, obtained an inter- 
view with the President at the palace, } 
where he has chosen to remain, heavily 
guarded. 

“It is said that the five cadets have 
been shot. The authorities immediately 
ordered the stores closed and the ces- 
sation of street traffic. The city is quiet; 
the populace is astounded and condemns 
the attack.”’

The New York to Paris racers now en 
route across the Pacific to Vladivostok 
on three steamers will start out from that 
port on the ten-thousand-mile journey 
across Siberia and Europe together, They 
will have evéry opportunity to race on 
their merits through the desolate and un- 
developed country between Vladivostok 
and Irkutsk, and then over the better 
roads of Eastern Siberia into Moscow 
and Nijni Novgorod and on through St. 
Petersburg, Berlin, and Aix la Chappelle 
to Paris. 

This decision was reached yesterday by 
those having the conduct of the race in 
charge, and a cablegram was immediately 
sent to the contestants to that effect. 
Notice was also sent to the representa- 
tives of the various firms entered in the 
race, so that instructions might be sent 
by them to their drivers as well. 

The decision was a result of the de- 
parture of the De Dion and Zust cars 
from Seattle in advance of the Thomas 
car. After’ the Americans had gained a 
material lead in the race across the 
United States, that lead was thrown 
away by reason of their Inability to cross 
Alaska. The machine, upon its arrival 
at Valdez, found the trail impassable and 
immediately turned about and came back 
to Seattle with the intention of going to 
Paris via Vladivostok. The Zust and 
De Dion meantime were en route from 
San Francisco to Seattle. On arriving 
at Seattle and learning that the Thomas 
was on its way back, the two took pas- 
sage to Yokohama on the Japanese 
steamer leaving the next day. Thev wer: 
gone three days on their way across the 
——— when the Thomas reached Seattle 
again. 

The Thomas planned to go direct from 
Seattle to Vladivostok, but on reaching 
the former place found it necessary to 
have the passports for the crew viséd by 
a Russian official before entering Rus- 
sian territory. Accordingly they were 
unable to sail on the direct steamer, but 
were forced to go by way of Yokohama, 
where there is an official to take action 
on behalf of the Russian Government. 
The steamer on which the car sailed is 
a slower one than that which took the 
foreign cars to Japan, and the Thomas 
will accordingly arrive at Yokohama ten 
days behind the De Dion and Zust. It 
is not expected that the foreign cars will 
wait in Japan for the Thomas to arrive, 
but will probably go direct to Vladi- 
vostok, and await the Americans there. 

The road which the cars will probably 
follow across Japan is to Tsuruga, where 
they may get a regular line of steamers 
operating to Viadivostok. The run across 
Japan is not expected to take longer than 
two or three days at the outside, while 
the trip across the Sea of Javan should 
take two days. Allowing eighteen days 
for the passage of the Pacific, the Thomas 
car should arrive at Viadivostok on May 
12 or 138, and all should be ready to leave 
Viadivostok after complying with the 
customs formalities on May 15. It is ex- 
pected that the trip from Vladivostok to 
Paris will take upward of two and a half 
months, so that they should arrive in 
Paris, barring accident, about Aug. 1. 

The progress of the very unusual race 
across Siberia will be watched by auto 
mobilists with the greatest interest, espe- 
clally in view of the remarkable demon- 
stration made by the cars in their crossing 
of the United States.

BRYAN TO LAW STUDENTS. 


Discusses Public Speaking and Ideals 
and Is Roundly Cheered. 


Before starting on his evening round of 
speeches William Jennings Bryan deliv- 
ered yesterday an address to the students 
of the New York University Law School. 
About 1,000 young men and women were 
present and cheered Mr. Bryan lustily 
when he entered the room. He chose for 
the subjects of his discourse public speak- 
ing and ideals, 

“In public speaking,’ he said, 
must first know what you are going 
talk about and then mean what you say. 
When you find a man that on account 
of pecuniary reasons will not accept the 
truth do not waste your breath on him. 

“For example, if you tell a man that 
it is wrong to steal, and he replies, ‘ Oh, 
I don’t know.’ don't argue with him— 
search him. [Laughter.] A clear, brief 
statement of the truth is the best method 
of public speaking. I have tried for years 
to reform the habit of long and tedious 
public speeches. Fb 

“We are the victims of circumstances 
as they frequently change plans—my plans 
have been changed by circumstances.” 
{Laughter.] He added that as a boy he 
had three ambitions, to be a preacher, to 
be a farmer, and to be a lawyer. $ 

In answer to a question as to what he 
had done in Congress the speaker gave 
a brief synopsis of his life, but flatly re- 
fused to discuss the Presidential nomina- 
tion.

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BATTLESHIP MONEY OR VETO. 
President Threatens to Disapprove Na- 


val Bill as Passed by House.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Should the 
Senate, as did the House, fail to make 
any appropriation for the two battleships 
which are authorized in the Naval Ap- 
President Roosevelt will 
veto the measure. 

After the President had made this state- 
ment to the Senate leaders to-day, Sen- 
ator Hale announced that he would pro- 
pose an amendment appropriating $T,000,- 
000 for the construction of these ships. 

The President stated his position with 
equal emphasis and suddenness to-day 
upon learning that the bill as passed by 
the House was simply a “paper” pro- 
vision for naval increase. Authorization 
of the ships was made, but no money 
carried to make the provision effective. 
Such legislation as this, the President 
made known to his numerous Congression- 
al callers, was a travesty as to effective- 
ness as well as bearing all the earmarks 
of legislative legerdermain, intended to 
make rediculous his campaign fur the 
greater navy.

/BOTH HURT, AUTO SMASHED 


Campbell Hopes to be Able to Start 
To-morrow—Robertson In Pan- 
hard Jumps the Road. 


Arthur Campbell In the Allen Kingston 
racing car which was entered in the stock 
car race at Briarcliff to-morrow dupli- 
cated exactly the accident to James B. 
Ryall in his Mathewson car yesterday 
morning, and turned turtle off an em- 
banked bridge on the Briarcliff circuit 


into a stream on the eastern side of the 
course. The car was-disabled, ana both 
Campbell and his mechanician, Ralph De 
Palma, were hurt. That both were not 
killed was considered a wonder by those 
who saw the fall. 

Early in the morning practice George 
Robertson in his Panhard racer was spin- 
ning around the course, and attempted to 
take at speed the rough road leading to 
Mount Kisco on the northern end of the 
circuit. The car swerved as it bumped 
over the crest of a hill and the left rear 
wheel went off in the diteh at one side 
of the road. The car went on, and each 
rard imbedded the wheel deeper until 
t stuck and held fast. The road is so 
narrow at this point that it was impos- 
sible for any other car to pass, and 
Robertson sent his mechanician back 
quickly to flag any other racer ap- 
proaching. 

Within a few minutes there was a line 
of a dozen cars held up at that point, and 
all of the men came forward to help 
pull the Panhard out of the mire. After 
much labor they managed to get the ma- 
chine back on the road, and Robertson 
started away to complete the circuit. 

The remaining cars, which were bunched 
together behind him, all set out at the 
same time, without allowing any time 
between them. ‘After passing the control 
at Mount Kisco all of them set off at a 
swift pace down the eastern side of the 
course, around Wampus Lake, and into 
Armonk. The road is very smooth there 
and good speed is possible, so that all 
the cars kept well together to Armonk, 

At Armonk, however, the road, though 
still good, becomes very sinuous and winds 
in and out down to Lake Kensico, with 
some very abrupt curves. To make mat- 
ters worse, there are several narrow 
bridges on the way, and it is extremely 
dangerous to speed over them. The lead- 
ers, however, got by all right, but Camp- 
bell, in the’ Allen Kingston, was evidently 
deceived by the pace of those ahead of 
him or else failed to see the turning ahead 
uickly enough. At all events, he struck 
the railing that protects one side of the 
bridge and was hurtled into the air with 
his mechanician, while the car turned a 
+ agi somersault into the brook on one 
side. . 

Campbell fell on his face and smashed 
the goggles he was wearing into his fore- 
head, catting his face severely, while the 
blow stunned him completely. De Palma 
landed on his shoulder beside him and 
sprained his arm rather badly. Neither} 
man, however, broke any bones, and both 
after a few minutes were able to drag 
themselves to their feet and leave in} 
another car, 3 

Campbell was rather weak from loss 
of blood, and it was feared that his jaw 
was broken, but subsequent examinatio 
revealed no serious injury of any char 
acter. The two men were hurried to the 
home of Dr. George B. Clark near Ar- 
monk, and both went to bed until the 
effect of the shock was spent. Then both 
were thoroughly examined and they left 
together in a touring car for their 
quarters at White Plains. 

The.machine, after its somersault, lay 
in the stream upside down, a complete

Coming Days Full of Experiences 
Which Will Make @Qur Pres- 
ent Lives Appear Simple. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 22.—The Elev- 
enth Conference for Education in the 
Sputh began here to-day. Robert C. 
Ogden, President of the conference, in 
opening the conference, spoke in part as 
follows: 

“ The convening of the Eleventh Confer- 
ence for Education in the South marks 
the completion of ten years of organic 
| life. These ten years have witnessed an 
| educational renascence throughout these 
Southern States. The past is secure. The 
future commands us. The conference does 
not concern itself to any great extent 
with professional methods, with questions 
of pedagogy. 

“Its first appeal is to the people as a 
whole, to men and women of every grade, 
on behaillf of the public school. To pro 
mote that purpose, the conference deals 
with principles more than with methods, 

The conference devotes itself more to 
spirit than form, that thus may be created 
the public opinion that will become man- 
datory upon the body politic for school 
improvement. By this we mean school 
terms everywhere prolonged to the proper 
|full school year, the introduction of all 
approved school methods, and taxation 
to support the resulting progressive plans 
“ But we look beyond these conditions 
| to the creation of a public opinion so in- 
terested and so alert as to form an in- 
telligq@pt educational public conscience, as 


| will see to it that the schools everywhere 
|are maintained upon a continually rising 


and ever forward movement. 

“Under all the forms of organization 
that command this conference are two 
vital, inspiring forces; one of them hu- 
mane, the other political—in the best 
sense.

BISHOP CAPERS DEAD. 


South Carolinian Was a Brigadier Gen- 
eral in the Confederate Army. 


COLUMBIA, §&. C., April 22—Bishop 
Ellison Capers of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Diocese of South Carolina died at 
his home in this city to-day. 


Bishop Capers was born at Charleston, 
S. C., Oct. 14, 1887. At the outbreak of 
the civil- war he entered the Confederate 
Army. He was made Lieutenant Colonel 
of the Twenty-fourth South Carolina In- 
fantry, and was promoted Brigadier Gen- 
eral in 1865, serving throughout the war. 

During the war Gen. Capers was se- 
verely wounded three times. At the end) 
of the war Gen. Capers was elected Sec- 
retary of South Carolina by the Legis- 
lature. He held this office until replaced 
by the Reconstruction acts in 1868. At the 


time of his election as Secretary, being a 
candidate for the Holy See in the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, he was invited 
by_the Vestry of Christ Church at Green- 
ville, 8S. C., to become their lay reader, 
and after ordination their rector. He was 
ordained to the ministry in’ 1867. 

In _ 1886 he was tendered the Bishopric 
of Eastern Maryland, but declined. He 
was consecrated Bishop In 1893. Tne de- 

ree of D. D. was conferred on him by 
the University of South Carolina in 1884.

HEAVY GOLD ENGAGEMENTS 


Over $5,000,.000° Taken for Paris— 


Pennsylvania Bonds Already 
In Demand. 


Prices in yesterday’s stock market ses- 
sion appeared to be seeking a level which 
might reflect at the same time the un- 
certainty which the day’s heavy gold ex- 
ports created in the minds of the specu- 
lative element, and the success already 
attaching to the Pennsylvania bond issue, 
which was quoted at a two-point ad- 
vance, although not yet formally offered 
to the public. Around mid-day a vigor- 
ous rise brought the average price of the 
majority of active stocks to the highest 
figure touched by them during the pres- 
ent year, but later heaviness developed, 
and there were recessions which left the 
list irregular at the close of the day. 
The undertone of the trading was strong, 
and there is little question of the bene- 
ficial effect which has been exerted by 
the circumstances surrounding the Penn- 
sylvania’s offering. Why there should 
be any anxiety over the outflow of gold 
it is difficult to see. The day’s engage- 
ment brought the total taken for ship- 
ment to Paris up to some $7,500,040, and 
the outlook is for exports of at least 
$25,000,000. fo meet these withdrawals 
there is already on hand here surplus re- 
serves of $53,000,000, and this amount is 
undergoing daily increases as a result of 
the business contraction which is forcing 
money here from the interior. The recall 
of Government deposits on a large scale 
is also likely, but the holdings of the 
local banks will prove more than equal 
to this drain. In fact, experience shows 
that the banks have reported record sur- 
plus holdings in former business depres- 
sions after gold shipments and Treasury 
takings were out of the way. Just what 
j effect the sale of half of the Pennsyl- 
| vania’s $40,000,000 of bonds to foreign 
bankers will have upon the gold move- 
ment remains to be seen, but the dis- 
parity in interest rates here and at for- 
eign money centres is still so great as to 
indicate heavy exports in any event. 

While the stock market hag naturally 
been taking a fairly narrow View of the 
Pennsylvania flotation, amply satisfied 
with the rate of interest paid and the 
high standing of the bankers at home 
and abroad who have undertaken to place 
it, the event possesses significance much 
beyond this. Actually, the successful dis- 
position of these bonds means nothing 
less than the lifting of the blockade of 
credit under which the railroads have 
been suffering for many months. It is 
impossible, of course, to make even & 
rough estimate of the amounts of money 
owed by the roads of the country to the 
various corporations engaged in the man- 
ufacture of railway supplies of all kinds, 
but such obligations run far into the 
millions. If the Pennsylvania’s financing 
proves the opening wedge in this respect, 
much of this debt will soon be liquidated, 
new work will be undertaken, and the 
railroads will again be busy transporting 
the great tonnage of railroad material. 
General merchandise traffic will spring 
up in the wake of returning confidence 
everywhere, Good crops are, of course, 
an essential to this outcome, and of these

Prices Reaffirmed with Difficulty, but 
Big Steel Interests Stand Firm. 


That the iron foundry producers at least 
are becoming restive under the policy 
adopted by the leading iron and steol 
makers of a rigid adherence to prices, Is | 
indicated in the statement made in to- | 
day's issue of The Iron Age that at the} 
meeting last week prices were reaffirmed 
with difficulty.

At the meeting a somewhat radical course 
was at first adopted, but on reconsideration 
the action proposed was kept in abeyance for 
two weeks, and former prices were reaffirmed.

Pays Only $25,000 at Auction 
“for Chesapeake Western 
‘ Capitalized for Millions. 


PREPARED TO..BID $500,000 


Purchase Made to Clear Road’s Title— 
Expects to Extend to Pittsburg 
and Chesapeake Bay. 


W. E. D. Stokes, proprietor of the An- 
sonia Hotel, became a railroad magnate 
yesterday by purchasing the entire cap- 
ital stock and all the bonds outstanding 
of the Chesapeake Western Railway Com- 
pany. It cost him $25,000 to buy in $1,419,- 
000 of the road's first mortgage bonds, 
$811,200 common and $608,400 preferred 
stock. 

These securities are all that the prop- 
erty has standing against it, and they 
were put up at auction in the Exchange 
Balesroom yesterday, together with $500,- 
000 first mortgage bonds of the Pocahon- 

tag Company, which were included in the 
$25,000 purchase price. The securities had 
been hypothecated, and the sale was noth- 
ing more than a legal precaution to es- 
tabligh a clear title, but it makes Mr. 
Stokes the sole owner of a Virginia rail- 
road, ‘which, though only 18.96 miles in 
length, at present has projected ambitious 
ensions, which will carry it from Ches- 
apeake Bay to Pittsburg and tap a rich 
coal country in Virginia. 

A ‘representative of Mr. Stokes said yes- 
terday that the road had cost something 
like $1,400,000 to build, and Mr. Stokes 
was prepared to bid up to $400,000 or 
$500,000 to obtain the property. Thomas 
Stokes, a brother of W, BH. D. Stokes, has 
been interested in the road since it was 
incorporated eight years ago, and R. 
MoM. Gillespie, who is President, Is 
Thomas Stokes’s son-in-law. Besides its 
own length of nearly fourtesn miles, the 
Qhesapeake Western Railway leases the 
Chesapeake & Western Railroad, giving 
@ total of 40.96 miles of track opera $d, 
which runs from Elkton Junction to 
North River Gap, Va. 

Included in the railroed’s asgets are 
gome 40,000 acres of forest land with 
promising coal indicatione. Mr. Stokes is 
prepared to push the.road to completion 
along the.original route, and will start 
drill work on the coal lands. His decis- 
fon as to the advisability of completing 
the road to tidewater and to Pittsburg 
‘will be largely influenced by the devyelop- 
ments of the coal land exploration,

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SUBWAY EXPRESSES 
ARE "LEMON TRAINS’ 


General Manager Hedley Tells 
Utilities Commissioner That 
Is Their Proper Name. 


TROUBLE ON BROADWAY LINE 


Washington Heights Residents Com- 
plain of Congestion and Long 
Walts and Want Changes. 


“Lemon trains” is what the Kings- 
bridge expresses which skip stations from 
Ninety-sixth Street to 187th Street on 
Broadway in rush hours are termed by 
the Subway officials and employes. This 
and some other pertinent facts were 
brought out yesterday at a hearing before 
Public Service Commissioner Eustis on 
the question of whether all Broadway 
expresses in the Subway should run to 
Kingsbridge and all the Broadway locals 
to Dyckman Street. 

A complaint asking that the change be 
made was put in some time ago by the 
Washington Heights Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion. Yesterday R. P. Bolton, Secretary 
of the association, and others put in evi- 
dence showing the extent to which the 
trains running to and from Washington 
Heights were crowded. They said the 
platforms at the 187th Street Station were 
overcrowded owing to the necessity for 
passengers changing there. The average 
wait in rush hours at 137th Street, they 
asserted, was three minutes, and evidence 
to the effect that trains were crowded 
nearly all the time was obtained by the 
Commissioner. 

General Manager Frank Hedley, for the 
commpany, 
was not justified. The other witnésses, 
he said, had testified that they generally 
had seats, particularly if they took the 
trouble to walk through a couple of cars, 
The Broadway service, he said, was better 
than that on Lenox Avenue, and the loss 
to the company on long-haul traffic was 
greater. 

Then Mr. Hedley spoke of the “ lemon 
trains,’’ which, he said, do more to inter- 
fere with regular traffic than anything 
else, They cause confusion and accom- 
plish no good purpose, hence the name 
**lemon trains.”’ 

“Is it because the people in them are 
all squeezed up like a lemon out of a 
squeezer? ’* asked Commissioner Eustis. 

‘Oh, I.think we could get more people 
lin if we took all the seats out,” said Mr. 
Hedley, : 

“Ah, and make them cattle cars,” re- 
torted Mr. Bustis. 

“Well, I notice your engineer recom- 
mends something of the sort,’’ snapped
